I hare Just been speaking to the ministers of the provinces of Canada, 
near Calgary, Alberta, where I found an exceptionally fine man who has been 
forced to resign from his large- and influential church because he is a 
Pacifist* I did not find the same tolerance and liberality of view in Canada 
that I have found in the States and in Britain with regard to Pacifists. 1 
wrote to ask if you will keep this man in mind to see if an opportunity can 
b® found for him in thi3 country. I write entirely -r,t sty own initiative and 
not at hia request, I believe he would make a strong, efficient, deeply 
spiritual pastor. He is not belligerent and do@3 not, feel the necessity of 
constantly preaahing Pacifism. 

Reverend Francis E. Vipond, B.A., B.D., age forty-three, is a minister in 
the United Church in Canada, a Methodist before the union of the three 
churehesj he took his B.A, in Victoria University, affiliated with the 
University of Toronto, winning a gold medal granted to the student ranking 
highest in the general course, and he received the B.D, degree from Victoria 
University also with the gold medal* Ha was the pastor of the Metropolitan 
United Church of Regina, Saskatchewan, with eight hundred members on a salary 
of 13,300, but because he was a Pacifist he was eased out of his position and 
his resignation was accepted. He is now in the small village of Francis, 
Saskatchewan, on a salary of $1,250. He took a summer course several years 
at Union Theological Seminary, was a member of our American Seminar in Europe 
in 1937 where I came to have a high regard for his character end ability. His

Dear Kirby Page: 

Knowing your interest in the Japanese situation, I think you’ll be inter¬ 
ested in this account of two days spent in the Japanese Relocation Camp 
at Manzanar, in California's isolated Owens Valley. I hope you'll regard 
this as a personal letter despite the mimeograph.' Ivhnzanar is administered 
by the War Relocation Authority under the OEM. The army is supposed to be 
keeping hands off; living conditions are supposed to be better; morale, im¬ 
proved. For Manzanar is "permanent." 

This visit clarified things a lot for me. The slightly improved living 
conditions emphasised the fundamental wrong of the camps; showed that, oven 
in W.R.A, camps the army is dominant; made it clear that the parmount need 
is to ohango our entiro course, I hope you will share your thinking with mo 
on how" vro~b"an~eTf'bctua'te suoh"a fundamental change looking towards the 
speedy release of those innocent pooplo. 

Tho inano charactor of what is going on came into sharpest relief when we 
wore with the children. At the "orphanage" Jimmy and Dickie and Mary and 
Yetsuko climbed all over mo, laughing and calling - "Caboy! Caboy! give us 
a piggy backj" Yotsuko, about throe years old, her round face framed by 
her straight, jct-black bobbed hair, giggled like any throe your old bounc¬ 
ing on her "horse" (my knoos.) Whoro a littlo stream (flows through a shaded 
soction four littlo kids playod in the wntor. A boy iu blue joans and bright 
suspenders bossod the operations as tho group carefully filled a bucket 
with stones, emptied it, filled it, emptiod it again, repeating the process 
with all tho logio of childron. Beside tho stream four smartly-drosscd toon 
ago girls played bridge, while nearby a young married couplo had spread a 
blanket under a trap/ talking quietly and reading tho Sunday papor together. 

Yet a wire fonoo soporatos theso people from the road; soldiors with rifles 
patrol tho boundary; at night, from tho high watch towers, piercing daggers 
of light sweep across thodosort. 

Superficially Manzanar sooms like a happy community. People arc outwardly 
ohoorful, childron play. Tho surrounding mountain viows are spoctacular, 
some of tho do sort land is covorcd with old orchard or now lawns, The food, 
while varying from mess hall to mess hall, is usually adoquato and often 
good. Fifty baseball toams "build morale," there arc other sports, canteen 
with ioc cream, pop, etc., a poor library, hospital, gardens, and a camou¬ 
flage not factory. 

A Manzanar rosidont has about as much privaoy as a gold-fish, for tho res¬ 
idents of this "boom city of 10,000" are crowdod into their barracks like 
Harlem nogroes in tho slums. Ono young marriod oouplo share a room with an 
older couplo and their grown son, only a curtain seporating thoir army 
cots. Those young pooplo have nothing in common with tho othor family, ono 
of whom tolls stories about thorn all over tho camp, Tho young wifo said to 
mot "Its no easy thing to adjust to living with thorn in crowdod quarters - 
and know you'll probably have to go on living liko this for yoars." 

I lookod into many apartments and didn’t soo ono that wasn’t crowded, Mhore 
families woro small, thoy sharod a room with othor families; whoro they 
woro largo, they woro all jammed together in one room, "And tho army tolls 
us wo can send for our furniture now. Ha ha. Wioro would wo koop it, out in 
the desert?” Tho dislocation of family lifo which those conditions create 
rail bo ono of the most serious long-inn consoquoncos of America's military 
nccos sity.

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Manzanar is very subtle, llo whips, no cursing blackshirts, no starvation 
no summary executions. But if we fool ourselves thinking this isn't cruelty 
don't fool the Japanese. Talks with Sam Hohri, perched on a hospital 
bed, with,others I knew or talked with long enough to get below the smil- 
ing exterior, showed how profound was the psychological suffering. Sons ars 
bati-or, more just resigned, accepting their lot and trying to get as much 
physical pleasure from food, recreation, so:c, ets., as possible. Both atti- 
xdoo are breeding f 0 ?' 13 of fascism. Others are openly pro-Japanese and say

The water of a little lake high on the Continental Divide flows both East - 
and west. Many of the Japanese are likewise straddling two watersheds. If 
concentration camps continue, they will sink into the dry rot of cynicism 
and lack of concern, or harden with hatred and bitterness. Little children 
growing up race concious and frustrated. Old people dying with the taste' 
ol uselessness in their mouths. On the other hand, if we get thorn out, .o-ive 
them some hope, they can still flow in another direction, towards tolerance 
sensitivity, love of truth. ‘ 

Some of our F.O.R. people are going to work in Centers like Manzanar this 
year - Joo and Betty Goodman, Jean McKay, Joyce Jacoby, the Marvin Critos' 

ThQir Orifice, their desire to help coupled with'their 
sympathetic ability are reassuring and inspiring. Good Caucasians are des¬ 
perately needed In Manzanar, but I oan think of no tougher job full of so 
many difficulties and moral dangers. As the arny still dominates the sit¬ 
uation sorious comprimisos arc nooossary for the pacifist to take such 
work; ip would appear romantic to think that by going into the system a 
person oan change it for tho bettor. The "double standard" is everywhere* 
the Caucasian staff member goto bottor housing, bettor food, a car while 
tho Japanese walk air-conditioning at the hottest oenter where Japanese 
are dying of tho heat, pay at normal rates while a Japanese woman cleans 
his house at $4 por 43 hour week. 

Tno^mountains rhich rise precipitously above Manzanar arc the highest and 
mo oo beautiful m California. Pink ip the early morning.....harsh and white 

xi- tho noonday hoau. ».... soft and inviting fts tho sun sots behind them...... 

aloof and inaccessible against tho night. But tho 400-odd barracks, and 
other assorted buildings in the valley below form a s depressing a sight as 
Amoric... offers today. Thoy demonstrate a oomulc-to acceptance of oonoe«- 
tra-cion camps a s a part of our American life. To chango tho whole system 
is the number.one job, and though such a change may soom as remoto to us 
as oho mountains near Manzanar arc to its.imprisonod residents, we must 
tackle the job vdth imagination and faith. In. what creative ways can wo 
challenge the.public conscionce and break the shell of indifference and 
hardness? I would appreciate hearing from you.

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SECOND FRONT DISCUSSIONS REVEAL NEED FOR UNIFIED COMMAND 


vasion of the U.S.S.R. in 1941, At that time Britain, 
still recovering from the disaster of Dunkirk, was not 


TN a desperate determination to prevent a German 
L break-through to the oil of the Caucasus, the Rus¬ 
sians, over the weekend of August 1, began to slow 
down the Nazi advance in the south. Until then the 
Russian retreat, although executed in good order, 
appeared to imperil the one land front where the 
Germans have had to fight a major war, at a moment 
when a second front, so far as the general public 
could determine, was still in the stage of discussion. 

RUSSIA’S LACK OF WAR MATERIAL. While 
the rapidity of the German advance toward the Cau¬ 
casus may be due, in part, to the fanatic determina¬ 
tion of tiie Nazis to achieve victory at all costs, 
Russia’s shortage of certain war materials, notably 
tanks, is also an important factor. The efforts of 
British and American industry and shipping have 
not sufficed to offset Germany’s industrial produc¬ 
tion, plus tiie loss of Russia’s factories and raw 
materials in the Donetz Basin and the Ukraine. 
William L. Batt, Vice-Chairman of the War Produc¬ 
tion Board, thoroughly familiar with production 
of war material for Russia, declared on August 3 
that the Soviet Union will still be fighting next 
winter, but added: "In cold truth, it must be ad¬ 
mitted that, try as we might, we have been unable 
to supply Russia with an adequate amount of ma¬ 
teriel.’’ Many reasons explain this situation: lack of 
Allied shipping; the length of supply routes to 
Russia; the necessity of servicing other, equally criti¬ 
cal and distant fronts; successful Nazi attacks on 
British and American convoys to Murmansk, and 
on Murmansk itself; and, at least in the early stage 
of Soviet-American military collaboration, a negative 
attitude toward Russia on the part of some officials, 
which brought personal interference by President 
Roosevel t. 

Whatever the reasons, the grim fact is that the 
situation has altered in many respects, both for Rus¬ 
sia and the Western powers, since the German in¬ 


in a position, single-handed, to undertake the open¬ 
ing of a second front. In that phase of the Russo- 
German war the most effective way in which Britain 
and the United States could help Russia was by de¬ 
livering war materials as rapidly as possible. Today, 
if the Russians had to make a choice between de¬ 
liveries of war materials at the rate at which they 
have been coming during the past year, or tire open¬ 
ing of a second front, there seems little doubt that 
they would choose the second front. During the past 
week Russia's demand for military operations in 
Europe has been rapidly growing, and was probably 
expressed with utmost frankness by Soviet Ambassa¬ 
dor Maisky on July 30 at a closed meeting of the 
British House of Commons. 

SECOND FRONT RISKS CUT BOTH WAYS. 
While it is obvious that no layman can have at his 
disposal sufficient information to pass judgment on 
conflicting reports about a second front, certain fac¬ 
tors stand out. The British and American people are 
becoming daily more restive about the relative state 
of inactivity on all fronts—inactivity which still 
leaves the initiative in the hands of the Germans and 
Japanese. They may not fully realize the great sacri¬ 
fices in men and material that tire opening of a sec¬ 
ond front, even under the best of circumstances, 
would entail. But they sense that sacrifices made 
today, no matter how burdensome, may save the 
United Nations from much greater sacrifices, and 
even possible defeat, later on—assuming, at worst, 
that Russia loses its striking power, thus permitting 
the Nazis to concentrate their major strength against 
the British Isles. 

It has also become increasingly clear that mere talk 
of a second front, even if it be regarded as a way of 
confusing the Nazis by a war of nerves in reverse, 
could have the opposite effect of fraying the nerves 
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of the conquered peoples—and our own—to the 
point of undermining public confidence. This possi¬ 
bility was bluntly stated on July 27 by Andre Philip, 
member of the Chamber of Deputies from Lyons, 
who has recently arrived in Britain to join the forces 
of General de Gaulle. "Too much talk and too little 
action is the weakness of democracy,” warned M. 
Philip. At the same time, he said that "an unsuccess¬ 
ful invasion would result in a terrible slaughter by 
the Germans.” 

The United Nations have thus been placed in the 
terrible dilemma of either striking before they may 
feel they are ready and* in case of failure, jeopardiz¬ 
ing not only their own war effort, but also the lives 
of their supporters in conquered countries; or else 
passing up the opportunity for a second front, created 
by the diversion of German troops to the east, and 
thus disappointing both the Russians and those 
among the conquered peoples who had hoped for 
action this year. The argument, advanced by some 
Americans and Britishers, that mass air-raids on Ger¬ 
many and German-occupied territory may prove a 
substitute for the opening of a second land front, 
has been discounted by the Russians, who want relief 
on land, not merely in the air. The great Allied 
air armada which, British Air Marshal Harris warned 
the German people on July 28, would scourge them 
unless they revolt against Hitler would need, in Rus¬ 


sia’s view, to be supported by sufficient land forces to 
create a real diversion of German troops from the 
eastern front. 

For the launching of land operations in Western 
Europe the United Nations will need a more closely 
unified command, and much greater coordination of 
war production and shipping than has yet been 
achieved in London and Washington. To be really' 
successful, the unified command and the coordinat¬ 
ing staff should not be exclusively Anglo-American. 
They should also include representatives of other 
allied countries which have already made great sacri¬ 
fices in this war—*iotably Russia, China, Norway, 
Holland, and the Fighting French. And it should 
be in the interest of the Russians themselves to con¬ 
tribute to the pool of military intelligence needed 
for the opening of a second front all possible infor¬ 
mation regarding their own situation. Coordina¬ 
tion would also require subordination of per¬ 
sonal—and national—ambitions and vanities to the 
need of winning the war; drastic curtailment of all 
activities not essential to the actual prosecution of the 
conflict which continue even in Britain, not to speak 
of the United States; and a determination that 
neither material sacrifices, nor political or economic 
prejudice of any kind, can be allowed to stand in the 
way of the war effort. Vera Micheles Dean 


FIRST INSIDE NEWS FROM JAPAN SINCE PEARL HARBOR 


The public received its first information about re¬ 
cent conditions in Japan near the end of July, with 
the arrival in Portuguese East Africa of two boat¬ 
loads of westerners, chiefly Americans, released by 
Tokyo under an exchange agreement with the United 
States. At the small town of Lourengo Marques news¬ 
papermen filed their stories, attempting to construct 
as broad a picture as possible from such bits of in¬ 
formation as they had picked up during internment, 
imprisonment or surveillance in Japan or its pos¬ 
sessions. They described the extreme hardships of 
the Japanese people—the difficulty of securing food, 
the rapid spread of tuberculosis and dietary ailments, 
the rise in taxes and living costs, and the necessity of 
standing in queues to purchase ordinary commodi¬ 
ties. In mid-June, they said, Japan’s shortages of rice 
and sugar were more acute than before Pearl Harbor,

despite the conquest of Burma and Java. In this con¬ 
nection they stressed Tokyo’s stringent shipping 
situation, resulting in part from losses inflicted by 
Allied airplanes, surface craft, and submarines. 

BRUTAL TREATMENT OF SOME AMERI¬ 
CANS. Correspondents confirmed earlier items about 
the brutal treatment of some Americans and other 
foreigners. Newspapermen, teachers and mission¬ 
aries in a number of instances were charged with 
espionage, imprisoned, and subjected to various in¬ 
dignities. The efforts of a few Japanese to intervene 
were of little avail. One well-known correspondent 
was forced to sit with heels against hips in Japanese 
fashion until wounds opened on his legs. The pub¬ 
lisher of a Shanghai weekly magazine that had been 
openly anti-Japanese before the war lost part of both 
feet from heri bed and gangrene, contracted through 
inadequate food, exposure to cold, and lack of medi¬ 
cal care. An American missionary in Korea was given 
the "water cure” and beaten on the soles of his feet 
and across his back with a rubber hose. The condi¬ 
tions of the British were even worse. Some captured 
British officers and men in Hong Kong were killed, 
and a number of British nationals in Japan com¬ 
mitted suicide in prison. It is apparent that, although 
the chief problem of many enemy foreigners was to 
adjust themselves to a Japanese standard of living, a 
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considerable amount of outright brutality was in¬ 
volved in their treatment. 

EVENTS LEADING TO PEARL HARBOR. The 
most significant dispatches dealt with Japanese poli¬ 
tics before Pearl Harbor. One correspondent declared 
that in August 1941 two attempts were made on the 
life of Baron Hiranuma, minister without portfolio, 
and that the entire Cabinet, including Premier 
Konoye, was threatened. Had the Emperor opposed 
war, the terrorists planned to confine him at Kyoto 
as a powerless figurehead. Even General To jo, the 
Premier who led Japan into war with the United 
States and Britain, waS "swept off his feet by the ex- 
tremist?." The correspondent concluded that "Japan 
was plunged into the war because a virtual revolt of 
military extremists and Nazified ultranationalist or¬ 
ganizations had swept out civilian control.” To 
round out the implications of this story, one must 
add another statement that President Roosevelt's final 
peace appeal to Hirobito was held up by Japanese 
Army advisers, making it impossible for Ambassador 
Grew to see the Emperor before the die had been cast 
at Pearl Harbor, Nor can one overlook the report 
that at Louren^o Marques, on his way back to Japan, 
ex-Ambassador Nomura sought informally (but 
without success) to arrange an interview with Mr, 
Grew, supposedly to "clear" himself of complicity 
in the events leading to the Japanese attack last 
December. 

It will not be possible for a long time to know 
whether all these statements are true, but it is im¬ 
portant at the moment not to draw from them incor¬ 
rect conclusions that may interfere with the prose¬ 
cution of the war. Before Pearl Harbor an exag¬ 
gerated emphasis on internal differences in Japan 
played an important part in blinding us to the dan¬ 
gers of attack. American correspondents constantly 
stressed the struggle between the so-called liberals 
and extremists, the conflict between the allegedly 
peaceful Navy and the bellicose Army, and the 
bludgeoning of the Emperor into actions he did not 
wish to take. In short, every effort was made to con¬ 
vince us that, if only we were conciliatory, Japan 
might yet turn out to be a peaceful nation. Undoubt¬ 
edly, some Japanese leaders were more cautious than 
others; but the outstanding fact during the ten years 
from the invasion of Manchuria to the attack at 
Hawaii was the increasing predominance of aggres¬ 
sive circles. The blackjacking of dissenters in high 
places was not an occasional aberration, but a normal 
part of the process of Japanese government. 

It is, therefore, an illusion to believe that the 


events leading to Pearl Harbor were accidental, or 
that full consideration of die President’s message by 
tire Emperor could have made any significant differ¬ 
ence in the outcome. War with Japan resulted in¬ 
evitably from tire ambitions of the militarists. The 
personal feelings of this or that official are funda¬ 
mentally of no importance. The first step toward 
lasting peace with Japan is to crush Japanese mili¬ 
tarism and destroy the governmental structure on 
which it rests.

Continuing its widely-known series, the Royal Institute 
of International Affairs has issued the first of two volumes 
covering the last pre-war year. The principal topics in¬ 
clude the intensification of economic nationalism, the 
growing shadow of Germany in Europe, the dosing chap¬ 
ters of the Spanish conflict, the course of the “China 
incident,” and the reactions produced in the Americas by 
Europe's drift toward war.

A brief and saber survey, by the widely known military 
correspondent of The New York Times, of the manifold 
problems involved in fighting the war to a successful con¬ 
clusion, with trenchant suggestions as to the methods 
which may be used in their solution. 
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Aug. 1 . — The brutal attack on Waldo Frank, 
American writer and lecturer, in Buenos Aires on 
August 1 was the latest in a series of incidents which 
have marked the progressive deterioration of rela¬ 
tions between the United States and Argentina since 
the Rio de Janeiro conference in January. 

At that Pan-American gathering, Argentina and 
Chile disrupted the solidarity of the republics of the 
Western Hemisphere by refusing to break off diplo¬ 
matic relations with the Axis. But while the action 
of the Chilean government was motivated largely by 
fear of its inability to defend its highly vulnerable 
2,600-mile long'Pacific coast line against Japanese 
reprisal attacks, the attitude of the Argentine dele¬ 
gation was inspired to a high degree by jealousy and 
suspicion of the United States. 

The hope expressed by Undersecretary of State 
Sumner Welles, on February 6, that Argentina and 
Chile would shortly follow the example of the other 
19 American republics in severing all ties with the 
Axis has not been fulfilled in the intervening months. 

RUIZ GUINAZU’S OUTBURST BEFORE COR¬ 
TES. Official irritation against this country found 
vent in an oratorical outburst by Enrique Ruiz 
Guinazu, the Argentine Foreign Minister, in a secret 
session of the Cortes in Buenos Aires on July 15. The 
Argentine Embassy in Mexico City has denied that 
Senor Ruiz Guinazu used the language attributed to 
him. But even if the Foreign Minister did not employ 
such phrases as that 1 'Yankee imperialism” was more 
to be feared in South America than Nazism or that 
the United States had rounded up the Latin Amer¬ 
ican republics like a "herd of beasts,” the evidence 
is overwhelming that his speech was extremely un¬ 
friendly to this country. 

Senor Ruiz Guinazu’s chief grievance seems to be 
that the Argentine military mission which was in the 
United States last winter went back home in the 
middle of March empty-handed. The United States 
government, he complained, announced that Argen¬ 
tina could buy no armaments in this country unless 
it undertook to convoy shipping at least part way 
from its ports to North America. This stand he con¬ 
sidered to be a plot on the part of the United States 
government to involve his country in war with the 
Axis by provoking a series of maritime incidents be¬ 
tween Argentina and Germany. 

The reason why the United States refused to grant 
arms to the Buenos Aires government was clearly 
set forth in an authoritative statement issued in 
Washington on March 31. According to this state¬ 
ment, the high Argentine army and naval officers 


who came to this country asked for very large as¬ 
sistance both in respect of money value and in quan¬ 
tity of goods, particularly for the mechanization of 
their army and the modernization of their navy, ad¬ 
mittedly the best of any South American nation. The 
Argentine military mission returned to Buenos Aires 
empty-handed, this authority stated, because its gov¬ 
ernment was not contributing in an effective way to 
the defense of the Western Hemisphere. 

WASHINGTON'S REVISED POLICY TO¬ 
WARD LATIN AMERICA. The United States laid 
down the principle that it would give preference 
in the shipment of war materials to those South 
American countries which had placed themselves in 
peril from the Axis by cooperating in the defense 
of the Americas. Unless and until Argentina was 
willing to cooperate, it was declared, the United 
States would not be able to send it war supplies that 
are now being shipped to other Latin American coun¬ 
tries. It was frankly admitted that this policy was a 
reversal of that pursued prior to the Rio conference, 
when the United States treated all South American 
states on a basis of equality. 

The new American policy was a blow to the Cas¬ 
tillo government, which saw Argentina’s jealously 
guarded military supremacy in South America jeop¬ 
ardized by the military supplies that the United States 
is now pouring into Brazil and other neighboring 
republics. The decision taken by Buenos Aires on 
July 7 to recognize the German blockade of the 
North American coast by refusing to allow Argen¬ 
tine ships to enter United States Atlantic ports was 
undoubtedly inspired by pique at this development. 

But, despite strained political ties, it must not be 
forgotten that Argentina is supplying the United 
States today with large quantities of vital strategic 
materials. This country has arranged to buy Argen¬ 
tina’s entire output of tungsten, and is also getting 
most of its supplies of such valuable materials as 
mica and beryl. Argentina exports to this country 
hides to shoe United States soldiers, wool to clothe 
them, and canned beef to feed them. In return, the 
State Department’s ban on the export of military 
supplies to Argentina does not apply to civilian goods 
which are being shipped there in large quantities. 
Moreover, although Argentina is still harboring 
German diplomats and Nazi subversive agents on its 
soil, it should be remembered that by declaring the 
United States a non-belligerent after Pearl Harbor, 
it is permitting United States warships to go freely 
in and out of its ports and harbors—a privilege that 
is denied to the Axis. John Elliott

My dear Kirby: 

I have no doubt that your new book on this great theme will do gpod and 
I think you are wise to concentrate on writing for the moment* I may go to speak 
in the Army caro.ps in September unless one chaplain, who objects on the ground that 
I was once a pacifist, blocks the way• If he does, I exoect to write a book 
something like this: A PORTRAIT OF JESUS: A TWENTIETH CENTURY LIFE OF CHRIST. 

I shall read everything on the subject and have now eight or ten volumes out of 
Union Seminary library while it is closed. Please remind me, what was that book 
you recommended about the New Testament, written by an English modern critic, that 
was so good? I forget the title. 

You ask if it would be practicable for me to contribute $50 a month for a 
year. Unfortunately I have a problem in balancing my own budget. Mrs. Blaine no 
longer gives me a cent—none last year, none this. Sidney Gamble has cut his sub¬ 
scription in half. I have no other large subscriptions. I have to contribute / 


heavily to the Cooperation Foundation and Cooperative Farms to keep them going.(We 


are having, by the way, a wonderful time with six or seven Negro workers, a high^ * 
grade Negro lady doctor, dentist, nurse, dietician, etc., they contributing their 
services and $1,000 a year, functioning all over Holmes County, Mississippi, near 
our second farm, protected by Sam Franklin, though the countryside heaps abuse upon 
them, threw a pail of water on the lady doctor, w T ith profanity and obscenity abuses 
these people for helping their own race. They may attempt violence. It is very sad. 
(Did you note the letter of Odell Waller, the Negro executed in Virginia three hundred 
and twenty-three years after the first cargo of slaves was dragged to Virginia in 
1619? It is a historic document, very pathetic, illustrating the plight of our 
ten million illiterates, inexcusably left in this richest country, who would never 
be tolerated and who do not exist in Japan or Germany.) The Farms cost me so much, 
with Sam Franklin's salary and other expenses, that I regret I cannot take on any 
additional obligations. FraikLy, also, the fact that we are poles apart on this present 
important issue makes me less inclined to take on additional financial burdens. 

Let us keep in touch in our writing and in our books. My MAN DISCOVERS GOD 
comes off the press September 16 and I will, send you a copy. It is at least the best 
book I ever wrote though I do not think either you or I are objective judges of our 
own work. We always get an over-heated brain center that is highly subjective.

Dear Kirby, . 

I am sorry to say that I am unable to find that much mdmey not already 
allocated. For example: our school is in a bad way financially and I have promised 
.£600 for its support this year. I have many other commitments. 

It would not be quite honest for me to stop there. If it were a question 
of finding support for you as a person, I would doubtless do it somehow but i 
doubt if I could decide that the support ±kai of you as an institution should 
have right of way now. I do contribute to the support of conscientious objectors 
in camps because I regard that as a responsibility of all of us. But your message 
at present seems to me to avoid the major problem confronting humanity on the 
historical level at the moment, the problem of winning the war so that there can 
be peace with some hope in it. I am glad that you are going to write the book. 

But I can see that you are doing this now because your message does not fit the 
times unless you become an obstructionist, a thing that you rightly reject. The 
book will be of value at any time, but now I should prefer to send a check to 
Christianity and 1 Crisis . 

I hope that you will have no difficulty in gettiing support for this pro¬ 
ject from those whose estimate of priorities is not quite the same as mine.

I am asking the persons whose names are listed above to form a first committee to get 
the enclosed list of books in such shape that it can be sent out to a list of about 
two hundred leading pacifists for their rating and criticism. 

It has been decided that the first thing the Pacifist Research Bureau will publish will 
be an annotated listing of "must books" for the pacifist. It is our plan to list 
these in terms of the essential 20 books, an additional 10 books that should not be 
omitted, a total of 50 books that would be a basic library, and finally a total of 
100 books that should completely cover the range of the pacifist philosophy and 
problems. It is contemplated that approximately two volumes would be made up of 
pamphlets, and we have therefore included at the end of the list a list of pamphlets 
which v;e think might make up such volumes* 

Will you examine the list of books end pamphlets and check approximately 100-150 books 
and approximately 30-40 pamphlets which you think should be included oka msf Hat 
to be sent as outlined above. I know that not all the books tJiat should be included 
are on the list, and you should therefore add any book that you think should be 
included in the list of 125 or thereabout. 

Although we have not definitely determined the criterion of books to be included, I 
think it would be safe to say that broadly it is this: that it should include the 
classic embodying the pacifist philosophy, any classical criticism of the pacifist 
position, books showing the meeting of specific problems by the pacifist philosophy 
and examples of Pacifism in action or history of the pacifist movement. 

We are defining pacifism as v;e have heretofore defined it as refusal to employ evil 
means to achieve any end no matter how desirable and placing faith in love and 
sacrificial good will instead of force and violence as the means of controlling and 
overcoming evil forces and creating a cooperative brotherhood of all men. 


If you could complete your marking of this list and return it at your earliest con¬ 
venience, it would be of great help to us.

Dear Kirby Page: 

Burt and I will be very happy to be "one 11 of thw twenty friends 
to send $5.00 a month for a year. Probably the most convenient arrange¬ 
ment will be to send it about the te nth of each month. Our finances 
are always inexcusably badly managed - I can'TT&ar Ghahdi's reply to 
Maud Royden, 'Having recognized the defect you ought to set about to 
correct it' - but we'll try to be as systematic as possible about it. 

I was on a trip to the Tule Lake Japanese Re-location Center when 
your letter came and am now at Quaker Cove for a two weeks seminar - 
hence the delay in answering the letter. Tule Lake was heart-breaking 
to me. One doesn't need to be clairvoyant to sense the despondency and 
bitterness immediately below the surface. And my own humiliation and 
indignation at being part of the collective stupidity that forces this 
kind of cruelty on people churns and churns inside of me. It seems as 
though something must be done to change it, and then one runs smack 
into the ice-cold steel wall of 'military necessity'. 

The family of Gordon Hfrabayashi, the Japanese C.O. who is in 
jail in Seattle because of refusing to be evacuated, is in Tule Lake 
and we learned much about attitudes in general and catnip life in partic¬ 
ular from them. His 19-year old brother is going to be ruined unless 
someone can point him to some light somewhere. And I had the feeling 
that that is true of large numbers ofthem. They are lost and flounder¬ 
ing, with no slightest understanding of the cruel fate that has over¬ 
taken them. 

I did not file for re-election this year. I am glad for the 
experience I have had during the eight years in office, but I just could¬ 
n't pretend to be a 'victory' candidate. The Communists were all set 
to fight to the better end against me, and of course I should have liked 
to have taken them on. What with the Communists on one side and the 
Power Trust and Real Estate interests on the other, it was difficult 
to withdraw, but I knew it was simply impossible to go on. As a result

To All Operators and Users of Commercial Motor Vehicles: 

Tile United States now has about 4,890,000 nonmilitary trucks and about 
154,000 buses. The trucks are carrying a tremendous volume of property, and 
the buses a tremendous volume of people. Our railroads are operating to near 
capacity. They could not carry the traffic which the trucks and buses are 
carrying: First, because they do not have the capacity, and. second, because 
they are so located that they could not handle a great part of this traffic, even 
if they had the capacity. „ _ , , ..

Dear Kirby, 

I was glad to see from your letter of August 15th that you 
are still going strong. It is good that you are writing on the 
significance of creative minority groups. 

Some of the experiences of our campus "Y" group may be of 
interest to you, particularly in the field of race relations. I 
enclose some material. 

The Y’s Bear mentions one of the numerous attempts in this 
area to "covenant"-residential sections against occupancy by 
non-Caucasians. In several cases our group was able to defeat 
or head off these discriminatory projects. 

In the article "At the Fork of the Road" are described two 
accomplishments which have stood up for ten years. Dr. Newman 
phoned me this week to tell me that the situation was completely 
satisfactory. Real estate business and new building hae never 
suffered in his vicinity,but critics have made much of the fact 
that the house just next door was vacant for a considerable period 
and could not be sold by the owners. The house has been purchased 
by a white family whose members are dismaying a thoroughly friendly 
attitude towards the ^ewmans. 

In the city-operated swimming pools there has never since 
been any segregation of the Negroes--the incident which I describe 
in the article happended nine or ten years ago. 

Regarding the free speech matter which is also referred to in 
the same article I may say that our group won that also. In no 
instance h&ve our critics ever succeeded in forcing us to deny 
our meeting facilities to the Young Communist League cr any other 
campus group. The ehclosed mimeographed correspondence deals with 
the most recent attack on our free speech policy. 

In the economic field the student cooperative boarding houses 
which we started a decade ago have grown to be the largest and 
most successful in any university and have saved the day for many 
a student who otherwise couldn’t have made the grade.

Lear Kirby: 

Thanks for your note about Mary Farquharson. I have sent her a line, 
raising the question as to whether she might be available for FOE work, if 
the Pacific Coast people on the one hand, and the Council on the other, should 
put it up to her. 

Have you any idea as to whether Mary's decision about not running for 
re-election is due to the fact that she thinks a pacifist could not be elected 
now, and that a campaign would therefore be pointless; or because she would have 
to compromise her witness to such an extent in a campaign, that her conscience 
would not permit it; or has she perhaps come to wonder whether participation in 
party politics is the way in which a pacifist can function most effectively 
these days in the so-called political field? To put it another way, is it your 
impression that Mary is undergoing a certain repletion and deepening of her 
spiritual life? The answer to these questions might have a bearing on the 
degree of her usefulness and the type of service.she might render. I would be 
glad to have a line from you, if you have any these matters.

Dear Friends, Co-Worlcers, 
and Relatives: 

Summer is over! Unquestionably there now faces our Com¬ 
mittee the greatest challenge and responsibility that has'ever 
confronted us. 

The spiritual needs of the men in military training units 
in the colleges (some numbering over 20,000); the calls from church 
foundations and college administrations; and the invitations of 
chaplains for missions within military training camps to enlarge 
and intensify their spiritual ministry are Macedonian calls to 
which any sincere Christian dare not turn a deaf ear. 

The needs are so heart-breaking and the opportunities so 
staggering that the largest possible achievement seems to be but a 
mere dribbling effort. Dr. Bickham has spent the summer setting up 
missions in cantonments in Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, Maryland, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama and North Carolina, and left last 
week for similar service on an extensive trip through the Southwest 
to set up missions in camps in Arizona, Oklahoma, Texas and Missouri. 

Dr. Bickham will continue to give his entire time to this 
most highly multiplying work in which the services of many of the 
most outstanding leaders of the church who have a distinct evangel¬ 
istic message are utilized to multiply and intensify the work of 
the chaplains. 

Vital spiritual messages are carried to the men not only 
in the chapels hut in recreation halls, mess halls, in the barracks, 
in the hospitals, in the stockade, and to the men at the noon hour on 
the rifle range. The response has been amazing. Thousands of copies 
of the New Testament, supplied by the Gideons, have on request of the 
men been distributed. Ho one can number the Christian decisions 
that have been made, secre .tly and publicly.- Hundreds have been 
baptized, thousands of men have been enrolled in prayer bands and 
Bible study classes, and many have been the messages that have been 
sent to friends and loved ones of the quickened and enriched faith 
that has been experienced. 

Not least in importance is the service to the chaplains 
themselves as they have met daily in conference with the visiting 
missioners and counselled with them regarding their perplexing prob¬ 
lems. Scores have borne testimony as to how the vision of their 
task has been enlarged, their faith quickened and their spiritual 
power enriched. 
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One of the difficult problems that confronts me this year is how 
to make a proper distribution of my time and energy between these challenging 
opportunities for service. 

My first college visit this autumn will be at Alfred University, 

New York, September 24-27. This will be followed by important missions to 
Fort Brady, Michigan, Cornell University, and to many other strategic centers 
as time and strength will permit. 


I need not say that never was your cooperation in this work 
needed more than now. I will appreciate hearing from you.

Dear Dr. Page: 

It was with the greatest joy that 
I heard that you are to come to Ventura on 
the 20th of this month fora retreat. Last 
Efebruary my two sisters and I came to Santa 
Paula to your retreat there. It may help you 
to-place us if I tell you we were the three 
sisters who had been missionaries in Japan. 

You came out to speak to us after we had 
gotten into our car. 

I am venturing to write you because 
I am personally in need of spiritual guidance. 

I am eager to deepen and vitalize my experience 
of God. Ten years ago I felt a similar'need, 
and largely through the Oxford Group, I did 
learn something about listening to God in 
quiet. Now I need to grow again. I have 
been studying the two little booklets on 
the Training for the Life of the Spirit. 

In the words of that booklet, I feel I want to 
learn how to "look towards God" in pure prayer. 
I want tne profound change in quality of 
conduct, character, and consciousness that is 
held forth in those booklets. 

There are many books suggested in 
those booklets, and I have wondered if you 
could map out for me some sort of reading 
Kourae, which would help me bo learn the art 
ol meditation, the secret of "alert passivity" 
which Is taught In these books. There is 
so much I would like to ask, but of course, 
with your full schedule there will not be 








time for individual conference, but I thought 
I would write you at any rate. 

I spent a couple of days once in a 
Protestant Episcopalian Convent, and it meant 
a lot to me. I wish our Protestant churches 
had such places where one could go and learn 
the practice of prayer. Can you suggest any 
way of getting help? 

I am something of an invalid because 
of a- heart condition, so have not been able 
to take up any work since returning from Japan. 
Neither have I felt equal to attending any 
conferences or meetings, such as ashrams, etc. 

On the other hand, my physical handicap means 
that I have much more time than the normal indi¬ 
vidual, to spend in reading, in quiet, and in 
meditation. I have too much time. Tell me 
how to use it effectively. 

I shall be praying for the day of 
meetings on the 20th, and shall do all I can to 
invite those I know in the city. How much we 
all need this sort of strengthening! Your talks 
last February are still with me. I often re-read 
my notes and try to practice the suggestions given 
then.

HISTORY AND POLITICAL SCIENCE 


September 14, 1942. 


Dear Kirby: 

I have been thinking of you especially today, because as 
you know I wanted to be with you and your group, and, as you have 
found out, I was not able to do so. 


Last week for three days I was in San Diego, visiting 
my mother, and going by train and bus as I do nearly all my 
travelling these days. I hoped to find some way to get to 
La Habra today, by bus if I could not team up with anyone else. 

But I returned from San Diego to find that our youngest child had 
a kind of flu*? which has been mildly epidemic here recently and 
that my wife nad so much on her hands that for me to run off just 
now for a long day was almost impossible, especially when I found 
that President Anderson was not able to get off and let me hitch¬ 
hike with him. He says that he wrote to explain to you earlier 
that the impending opening of the university ruled him out, and with 
my own part in that same work I have had to gibe a good deal of 
today to preparaing for that same opening. The upshot of it was 
that by last night I found I simply was not justified in doing 
what I wanted to do, come to you, and that I must pass up the 
fellowship, inspiration, and good ideas which I know I would hage 
folfiid there. Rather than raise problems of trying to get 
telegraph or telephone messages through to you when you were 
acting as host, I decided to write a letter which you could see 
when the tumult and shouting should have died away. I hope that 
you had a good turnout in numbers; I am sure of the quality. We 
in Redlands were geographically the most remote and most isolated 
persons on your excellent list, so I suppose the friends from 
Los Angeles and thereabouts could turn out in larger proportion. 

The travel problem is going to be very acute for us in a few months. 


If you mimeographs afly minutes or findings I hope that 
I may receive them. We shall all be working harder than ever in 
this time ahead, and run into more problems and prejudices, but in 
my opinion the opportunity for standing for something and being 
of -«4ue to the more confused majority is greater than ever, and I 
am optimistic even though I see the death and apprehension which 
will grip our people before the release shall come. We need you 
more than ever, and the little company which clusters around you 
and to which, even if often not in physical presence, I count it 
a privilege to belong. With best regards, I am

The four of are pacifists who feel that we have not 
the right in these days to stay out of the struggle 
between races and classes. 'Ve want to do what we can 
to help relieve some of the growing tension between the 
races. What we hope to do along educational lines is 
after the pattern of the Danish Folk School. 

We would be glad to know of any other 
experiments in rural community service you may happen to 


touch in your travels. We are not planning to form 
a ,T farm colony" in the usual sense of that term, but 
we do hope to promote cooperatives as fast as the need 
and educational progress of the community in the cooperative 
idea and spirit will allow.

Is there any possibility of your coming through 
northern Worth Dakota between now and next May? If the matter 
could be arranged I should like to have the Men's Fellowship of 
this church sponsor your appearances in Minot, I believe none 
of our people were able to go to Fargo to hear you when you 
wfere there, although your lectures were given some publicity 
here. 


The Minot State Teachers 1 College is located 
here and I believe that we could arrange to have you address 
the student body there. An afternoon address to the senior 
high school assembly could probably be arranged. We might 
like to have you speak briefly at a dinner meeting of the 
Men f s Fellowship and then present you in the evening at a 
general meeting. 


Minot is a city of between 16,000 and 17,000 
— six or seven thousand Smaller than Fargo. It is the center 
of a more sparsely settled area, and this section of the state 
has suffered much more severely from drought until a few years 
ago, than did the Red River Valley (in the Fargo vicinity). 

So in some ways we have not as much to attract you as Fargo has. 
In the church we have some very fine leadership of the conserva¬ 
tive sort on social questions. On the whole, the town is rather 
proud of itself and needs a little disturbance on social issues* 

Our principal problem would be financing your 
coming here. I think we could not manage it unless you should 
be coming this way and could stop here without additional 
expense for travel. 

If you will let me know whether you could come 
at all, and, perhaps, about when you could come, together with 
the terms of your speaking here several times as I have suggested 
I should like to take the matter up with the officers of our 
Fellowship,
